Referring to your Ordinary and Refinery accounts for the month of December 1887. I 
will thank you to explain the difference in price charged for “Double refined Nitrate of Potash”, 
as shown by vouchers #48 & #50 of your Refinery accounts. In the Bill of Wyeth Brother it is 
charged at $6.63 per 100 Ibs, while in that of the Frankford Chemical worth the charge is 14 and 
15 c, or more than that of the earlier purchase. 


I will also thank you to explain why the acid &c. covered by voucher number 508, 
Ordinary account, was not paid for from the appropriation for Parting and Refining bullion.
